An Open Bible in Their Own Tongue 


BY G. HENRY WATERMAN* 


n his Annual Report, the Secretary of the Philip- 
| Bee Bible House for the year 1938, Rev. W. H. 
Fonger wrote: “The revision of the Panayan (Hili- 
gaynon) Bible got under way about midyear. Good 
progress is being made. The revision is greatly 
needed, and the old plates are badly worn. It is there- 
fore imperative that this work go forward, that these 
people may not be deprived of that great blessing — 
the open Bible in their own tongue.” 

On Augustes.) Joo ,mearly a 
quarter of a century later, a serv- 
ice of dedication was held in 
Iloilo City to introduce a new re- 
vised translation of the Bible in 
the Hiligaynon (or Hongo) dialect. 
The new Bible is a revision of an 
earlier translation of the Bible in 
this dialect published in 1912. 

Plans to undertake a revision of 
the Hiligaynon translation of the 
Bible, however, had been made as 
early as 1935, but had to be post- 
poned because of the sudden 
death of the Chairman of the Committee, Dr. A. E. 
Bigelow. Three years later the revision got under way 
again under the leadership of Rev. S.S. Feldman and 
his associates, Reverends Jesus T. Vaflor, Restituto 
Ortigas, Iniego Delariman and Melquiades Galila. 

This work on the New Testament referred to by 
Secretary Fonger in his report was completed early 
in 1940, and at the end of that year the Committee 
expressed hopes of completing the revision of the 
whole Bible by the middle of 1941. It was not until 
after the war that it was known that the revision of 
the whole Bible had been completed just before the 
outbreak of the war in 1941. The process of making 
plates for the New Testament had already begun in 
Manila and a copy of the manuscript for the New 
Testament was in New York. All the copies of the 
Old ‘Testament manuscript were in the Philippines. 
Several copies were in Iloilo awaiting the time when 
the Committee would be reading proof and one copy 
was in a small vault in the main building of the Bible 
House in Manila. Unfortunately all the copies were 
destroyed when the Philippines were reconquered by 
the American and Filipino forces. Thus was post- 
poned the hope of a revision for many years. 

In order to supply the demand for a translation 
of the Bible in Hiligaynon after the war, plates were 
made of the revised New ‘Testament from thé copy of 
the manuscript preserved in New York and _ this 


was printed and bound with the old version of

the Old Testament—a task not completed until 1950. - 

That same year the revision of the Old Testament | 
in Hiligaynon was begun anew with as many mem- 
bers of the former Committee as were available serv- 
ing on the new Committee. Those serving on the 
Committee since the war include Rev. Joe T. 
Howard, Chairman; Rev. Jesis T. Vaflor, Rev. 
Restituto Ortigas, Rev. Roque Cabiles and Rev. 
Ben de Leon. The first draft of the Old Testament 
revision was finished by the end of 
1951 and the final copy submitted 
in 1953. However, when it was 
decided to use a more modern | 
format using paragraphing and | 
quotation marks and the use of 
poetical form in the Psalms and 
other poetical Portions of the Old 
Testament and to insert a new 
set of references and section head- 
ings, it was necessary to have the 
whole manuscript retyped. In the 
meantime it was decided that 
since it would be necessary to 
make new plates for the whole Bible, the New Testa- 
ment should be further revised. All of this work took 
the Committee another two years to complete and so 
it was not until the latter part of 1955 that the com- 
pleted manuscripts of both Old and New Testaments 
were shipped to New York to be published. 

The process of publication, including the making 
of galley and page proofs which needed to be sent to 
the Philippines to be read, has taken over 3 years. 
Thus 24 years after the revision was first begun, 
copies of the new translation are available to Hili- 
gaynon-speaking people in the Philippines. 

This revision is only one of 8 major revisions of 
existing translations of the Bible in the Philippine 
dialects. The other translations in which revisions are 
being undertaken are: Tagalog, Ilocano, Cebuano, 
Bicol, Samareno. These revisions are largely the 
work of Filipino scholars and therefore are more ac- 
curate and understandable. 

The first translation of any Book of the Bible in the 
Philippine dialect was the Gospel of Luke in Pan- 
gasinan translated in 1873 by Alfonso Lallave in | 
Spain. By 1877 he had completed the translation of | 
all of the New Testament except for the Book of | 
Revelation. Other translations prepared in Spain be- 
fore 1898 include a translation of the Gospels and | 
Acts in Tagalog by Don Pascual Poblete, the Gospel | 
of Luke in Bicol by Don Cayetano Lucbdn, the Gos- |

In accepting the award Secretary Barrett said in 
part: 

“My first association with the blind came when I 
was about 6% years old. One bright Sunday morning 
[ arrived at Sunday school a little early and found to 
my surprise a pretty little girl with blue eyes and two 
silken blonde braids sitting in my accustomed place. 
If she hadn’t been a little bigger girl than I, I might 
have asked her to move over! 

“Soon our young teacher came with other members 
of the class, and when everyone was seated she said, 
‘Children, I want you to meet our new friend, Edith. 
While we repeat our opening prayer this morning let 
us all clasp hands.’ Suddenly I felt Edith’s hand in 
my lap and, finding mine, she pressed it and whis- 
pered, ‘Hello, I’m glad to be in your class.’ I don’t 
think I realized at first that she could not see me and 
I don’t believe I even answered her, but she held on 
to my hand during the entire lesson period. 

My education with the blind began a little later 
when I joined the staff of the American Bible Society 
and was assigned to the Editorial and Blind Depart- 
ments under the direction of Dr. L. B. Chamberlain. 
At that time the daily mail included letters in both 
Braille and New York Point, and I must admit I did 
not know the difference. They all looked just like 
thousands of raised dots on brown wrapping paper. 
How could they have any mean- 
ing! ‘The Society had been sending 
them out to be transliterated, which 
took two or three days before they 
could be answered. There were in 
the office some alphabet cards, and 
I began with the Braille first, tak- 
ing six letters at a time, going 
over the formations many times. 
But I soon found out that there 
was much more to it, contractions 
and word signs and a number of 
punctuation marks to contend 
with. About that time I was also 
taking extension courses two eve- 
nings a week at Columbia, where 
I met Madeleine Loomis. She in- 
vited me to come up to the New 
York Institute for the Education of

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The Masters of the Forest 


By ANDERS W. MARTHINSON

HERE are many Congolese tribes 
that inhabit the great jungles of 
Equatorial Africa. Among these are 
the Pygmies, the real ‘‘masters of the 
jungles,’ who are found mostly in the 
Ituri and Gaboon forests. In Ituri alone, there are 
said to be some 35,000 Pygmies. 

No one really knows where these small men and 
‘women came from. The Pygmies, together with the 
Bushmen in South Africa, are considered to be 
among the oldest inhabitants of Africa. When the 
Bantu and Sudanese people moved South, the 
Pygmies were driven into the great jungles. Pictures 
of these people found on ancient Egyptian monu- 
ments indicate that their existence was known 
thousands of years ago. 

The life of the Pygmies is entirely different from 
that of the Bantus. They are the nomads of the forest. 
The men go hunting and the women prepare the 
food. Some of the Pygmies are only four feet high, 
but strangely enough these, the smallest people of 
Africa, are the most indefatigable elephant hunters. 
They move about noiselessly and are armed with 
short spears, bows and arrows and knives. 

Most of the Pygmy class in the Ituri forest belong 
to some Bantu village. From the village they get 
vegetables and in return they bring game from the 
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deep jungle. As the Bantu people 
‘ moved in and settled down to cultivate 
the land, the races gradually inter- 
mixed. Nomadic groups of pure Pyg- 
mies, however, keep moving and sim- 
ply disappear in the jungle. Small huts built of 
branches from the trees, perhaps covered by some 
erass, serve as their homes till they move elsewhere. 
Their few earthly possessions are placed in a basket, 
and off they go to form a new village. 

The constant movement of these little people and 
their great shyness make it very difficult to reach 
them with the Gospel. Several missions, however, 
have worked among the Pygmies and in many instances 
the missionaries have lived in the same kind of small 
huts in order to gain their confidence. ‘Their labor 
has not been in vain. The Pygmies have become more 
receptive to the ‘‘Good News” of Jesus. Some attend 
the mission school and others receive treatment at 
the mission clinics. 

On one journey through the Ituri forest I had the 
privilege and joy of visiting a Pygmy camp. I shall 
never forget what I saw. We had left our car at a 
village on the main road and walked into the dense 
forest. A villager came with us to show us the place 
where the Pygmies lived. We followed a narrow path

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HE annual Colporteurs’ Conference of the Japan 

Bible Society was held in Tokyo from September 
2 to 5. Following morning prayers, the forenoons 
were devoted to lectures on the Bible, the afternoons 
to visits to the Visual Aids Center and the offices of 
Rural Evangelism, and the evenings to team reports 
and conferences. The spirit of dedication in which 
these Bible teams of colporteurs cover the villages and 
cities of Japan is self-evident from these reports and 
brings into bright focus the contribution they make 
each year to the work of the Japan Bible Society. For 
example, in 1958 colporteur distribution, full-time 
and part-time, was 1,269,015 volumes, which repre- 
sented approximately two thirds of the year’s total 
distribution. Although the final figures for 1959 are 
not complete, early reports indicate that the same 
pattern will be true during the Centenary Year of 
Protestant Missions in Japan. A case in point is the 
report by colporteurs for April and May alone. 


Yamagata Team 


Yamagata-ken is the one of six northern kens (pre- 
fectures) on Honshu Island. It faces the Japan Sea. 
Because of the severe winters colportage work is done 
only from April to the end of October. The work was 
started at Sakata and Tsuruoka, coast cities and cen- 
ters of the rice trade in the area. Sakata is well known 
as the feudalistic holding of the rich Honma family. 
After the war its land was divided, and some mem- 
bers of the Honma family became Christians through 
the work of a chaplain who had lodged with the Hon- 
mas after the war. 

Tsuruoka City is situated fifteen miles south of 
Sakata. After the war a Christian, Mr. Kato, was 
elected mayor. At present he sits as a member of 
Parliament and is one of the most outstanding 
Christian leaders. 

The Japan Bible Society had sent a six-member 
team here under the leadership of a Mr. Nakamura 
with the purpose of finishing the house-to-house 
visitation campaign by the time of the rice harvest 
early in June. There was some competition and

Aichi Team (Nagoya Area) 


Aichi-ken is the mountain area situated at the 
borderline of Nagano and Gifu-kens—the so-called 
South Japan Alps. (All peaks there are over 10,000 
feet high; mountains are covered with snow all 
around the year.) The area is called the Tibet of 
Aichi-ken, noted for. mountain fruit plantations, 
where planters live in secluded houses. 


230,310 
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With their maps and the Gospel-filled bags on 
their shoulders the colporteurs visited mountain 
homes and villages. Since there are no churches in 
this region, they conducted Sunday services them- 
selves and met with the Christians. 

Each day at their morning watch the word of 
prayer was, “‘God keep us from danger, and our feet 
from slipping.” When they came back evenings and 
met, their words were, ‘‘Here I am, back safe! I 
walked up and down again today!” 

Although the mountains were dangerous, these 
were peaceful areas, hardly ever disturbed by thieves, 
quarrels or fires. People were delighted with the col- 
porteurs’ talks. Mr. Oishi, the mayor of Inatake, 
center town of the area, is a Christian. He has the 
Kogotai pulpit Bible on the desk of his town office and 
starts his daily work with Bible reading. The Aichi 
team attained the largest per capita distribution in 
spite of the hardships and the scarcity of population. 


Okayama Team 


The Okayama team also worked in a mountain 
area. Its center, Tsuyama City, is the seat of Mr. J. 
Hoshijima, a former Christian Speaker of Parliament. 
This time the colporteurs worked the countryside 
around the city. Mr. Miyauchi, who was a pastor in 
Korea before the war, was the leader of the team, 
which distributed 25,327 copies. 


Kagawa Team (Shikoku Island) 


The Japan Bible Society has been operating col- 
portage on Shikoku for three years, and this was the 
last term in Kagawa-ken. This last team of only 
three members had been invited by church repre- 
sentatives, who, with General Secretary Miyakoda, 
made plans for the appropriate follow-up program by 
the churches. Kagawa-ken’s three-year total distribu- 
tion was 192,674 copies—an average of 1.2 copies per 
home. 


Yamaguchi Team

pel of Luke in Ilocano by Don Isabelo de los Reyes, 
Sr., and the Gospel of Mark in Panayan by Rev. 
Eric Lund and Mr. Braulio Maniken. 

By 1910 translations of the entire New Testament 
had been published in Tagalog, Hocano, Panayan, 
Pangasinan, Pampango, and Cebuano in that order, 
followed by the production of the Ibanag New Testa- 
ment in 1911. Translation of the whole Bible in the 
various dialects followed and by 1917 translations of 
the entire Bible were available in Tagalog, Panayan, 
Ilocano, Bicol, Pangasinan, Pampango and Cebuano. 
With the completion of the Samareno New Testa- 
ment in 1928 and the Samareno Bible in 1937, the 
entire New Testament was made available in 9 
different dialects of the Philippines and the entire 
‘Bible in 8. In addition, portions of the Scriptures 
(including at least one whole book of the New Testa- 
ment) have been made available in 14 other dialects.

the Blind on Pelham Parkway, and I sat through some 
of her classes in Braille and typing and was amazed at 
the dexterity of her blind pupils, after which we all 
enjoyed a nice social time. 

‘Then there was the very special day when Helen 
Keller visited the Bible House at Astor Place. What a 
thrill it was to meet her for the first ttme! How much 
her friendship has meant to:me during the years 
which followed cannot be expressed in mere words. 
She is my greatest inspiration. An ardent daily reader 
of the Bible, she says that it is a book to live with, to 
think from and to die by.” 

“Through my blind friends I have learned much 
about the customs and cultures of many nations. For 
their friendship, their insight and foresight, their good 
humor, for teaching me to understand as I would be 
understood; to pardon as I would be pardoned; for 
the real meaning of thanksgiving, for the genuine 
fellowship of everyone engaged in making our world 
a better place for all peoples, I thank them all.” 

The Bible Society staff rejoices with Miss Barrett in 
this high tribute to her services and the work that the 
Society is able to do for the blind. It is, indeed, a 
happy forecast of the coming year, which will mark 
the 125th Anniversary. of the Bible Society’s Work 
with the Blind.

with big trees on either side. The sky was covered by 
heavy clouds which made it almost dark in the bush. 
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After a good walk we arrived at the first hut, made of 
branches from a tree. It was a little low hut with 
nothing but leaves on the floor. A small campfire was 
the only sign of habitation. When our man called, 
however, the people came out from the thick forest 
and after a while we. arrived at the Pygmy chapel. 
It was just a shed with a few trunks to sit on. Our 
seats of honor were made of three branches tied to- 
gether, making a kind of basket, the most uncom- 
fortable chair I have ever sat on! The chapel was 
low and simple but after a few minutes it was full of 
Pygmies, almost naked. (They are generally content 
with a passable loincloth, made of a piece of bark, or 
some cloth they have obtained in the village.) Here 
we had a group of people who had lived all their 
lives in the dark and very damp forest. How they 
listened to what we had to say! The Pygmy evangel- 
ist, Josef, tried to explain what we had said and one 
could see how his whole face shone with joy. In 
his hand he had a Kingwana New Testament and I 
noticed too that quite a few others had that Book. 
My heart was filled with joy when I saw. these 
Scriptures, all printed by the Bible Society and now a 
real blessing in the very heart of the Congo forest. 
God was present among us when a couple of our 
small friends led us in prayer and thanksgiving for the 
Word of God. 

Remember always these little ‘“‘masters of the 
forest,’ who, like Josef, the Pygmy evangelist, are 
proud and deeply grateful to be owners of God’s own 
Book.

The work began from the island seashore of 
Setonaikai and went up to the mountain district 
along the border toward Hiroshima-ken. These 
mountain areas are scantily populated places and 
largely isolated from civilization. ‘There was little 
acquaintance with the Christian Gospel, and there- 
fore colporteurs had to introduce the Bible and its 
contents to the people. ‘They reported, however, 
that there was wide interest and good distribution. A 
five-member team headed by Mr. Ashizawa, a 
veteran colporteur, distributed 39,558 copies during 
this first attempt. 


Saga Team 


The work in Saga-ken was a continuation of the 
January-March term. During the former term the 
campaign had covered the north and the south 
borders. This time a team headed by the skillful Mr. 
Kajiwara was sent to reach the midland areas. 

Despite an economic depression caused by low coal 
output, 33,699 copies were sold in fifty days. A few 
colporteurs worked several districts as individuals 
and distributed a total of 5,358 copies of Scripture.
